dwelling aneestors, but can still 
aateh his wits, nerve and nuscle 
against a savage wilderness, and 
win, 

Knowles, who is a Boston artist, 
is an old hand at this game. He 
came into national fame three 
years ago when he shed every- 
thing and plunged into the Maine 

woods, .emerging two months 
later in picturesque but. quite pre- 
sentable array, tanied to a rich 
mahogany hue and stronger and 
healthier than when he started. 
Since then he has undergone a 
similar test in the Klamath na- 
tional forest of northern Califor- 
nia. This>is his ‘first venture in 
the Adirondacks. It is looked 
ipon with some misgivings by his 
friends, because there is little 
same there, but Knowles seems 
-onfident of his ability to pick up 
a living with his bare hands any- 
where. 

There’s something reassuring in 
his idea that unsuspected instincts, 
resources and endurance still re- 
tain in all of us, inherited from 
the distant time when our fore- 
bears fought wild beasts with 
crude weapons and established 
man’s supremacy on earth. Per- 
haps, as he says, any normal man 
with a little training in wood- 
craft could exist anywhere ex- 
cept in a lifeless desert. But how 
many want to try it? Most of us 
would ~be deterred. by sunburn 
fd mosquitoes, if nothing else.
